Techniques suitable for facilitating communications between various computer 
5 programs operating on various nodes in a distributed computing environment are 
disclosed. The techniques can be used by a traffic manager operating in such 
environments. The traffic manager is capable of monitoring traffic exchanged 
between client and server programs operating in the distributed computing 
environment. Moreover, the traffic manager can be used to implement a variety of
